All Souls Church, Oct. 28, 1916. 

Editor of The Enterprise: Some 
industrious liars of this community 
have been circulating a story during 
the past week that I insulted the 
American flag at the occasion of a 
funeral at my church last Sunday.

(Savings Bank Centennial, 1916.)

How the Savings Bank Helps. 

The savings bank has been likened 
to a reservoir into which flow the 
little streams to be assembled into 
one mass, out of which flows the 
larger stream, powerful because of 
its volume. The savings bank be¬ 
stows its greatest benefits upon the 
individual and the community by this 
reservoir process. Scattered dollars 
are impotent dollars. Assembled dol¬ 
lars are powerful dollars. A thousand 
dollars divided among a thousand 
different men are of little conse¬ 
quence to the possessor or to the 
body as a whole, but when the thou¬ 
sand dollars are the property of one 
individual, they become of vastly 
more power than the sum total of the 
individual units. The congregated 
fund moves in one direction, and has 
a common aim, whereas the scattered 
dollars all have different ends and 
aims. 

The beneficial work of the savings 
bank can best be seen by a simple 
illustration, drawn from actual fact 
and in process in savings banks every 
day. Let us assume that a hundred 
people have deposited ten dollars each 
in a savings bank, thereby making a 


fund of a thousand dollars under the

Not alone the men who are directly 
employed, but the material dealer who 
furnishes the brick, stone and mortar, j 
the lumberman and the iron worker— 
wherever material is produced or 
manufactured the stimulus of this 
operation is felt. 

The bulk of the money goes to 
labor, to be spent for food, clothing, 
shelter and amusement, and all the 
industries that eater to the wants of ! 
man feel the benefits. It passes from , 
hand to hand, down through the I 
courses of society until eventually it j 
finds its way back into some bank for i 
a similar operation. 

When a school district issues a 1 
block of bonds to build a new school j 
house, a city for street pavements, 
sewers, water, parks, etc., the same 
results follow—labor gets the benefit. 
And from the portion that is not used 
for immediate satisfaction of the 
wants of men, a portion finds its way 
back into the bank to be united with 
other thrift dollars to benefit the 
masses. 

When it is remembered that a 
single savings bank in New 'iork has 
on its books to-day over seven thou¬ 
sand open mortgage loans, represent¬ 
ing forty million dollars thus placed 
in circulation, the far-reaching effects 
of the savings bank will become mani¬ 
fest. 

We might well claim the savings 
bank to be a builder of cities, for it 
has, for a century, been assembling 
money from the many to lend to the 
few, to be passed out again through 
the pay envelope for the benefit of the 
many. 

Every time you enter a well-kept 
home, cross a well-paved street, walk 
in the park, draw a cup of water, send 
your children to school—yea, it may 
he tear open your pay envelope, you 
may owe a debt of gratitude to some 
savings bank for furnishing the 
money that made all these things pos¬ 
sible. You can best pay your debt by 
joining ‘‘the army of the contented” 
who use the savings bank as the 
reservoir to store their savings, to be 
passed out again with tire savings of 
others for the benefit of mankind. 


“The First Family.” 

The above was the title of the les¬ 
son in the Bible class last Sunday 
evening. The lesson may be simply 
reviewed by the figure 2. We find 
two parents, two sons, two occupa¬ 
tions, two altars, two hearts, two 
offerings, two answers, two questions, 
two hearts, two hands, two voices, two 
results, two destinies and two ex¬ 
amples.

As the boys grew to manhood, one 
became a farmer and the other a 
shepherd. Their occupations do not 
indicate character. Something, how- 
: ever, is soon to come into their lives 
[ which will reveal the life within. 
They have the impulse to worship. 
They build their altars, which prob¬ 
ably were alike, and bring their offer¬ 
ings, the one from the ground and the 
other from the flock. The fruits are 
refused, but the lamb is accepted. 

The two questions which God puts 
to Cain indicate that Cain did not do 
as well as he knew. God holds Cain 
responsible for his fallen counte¬ 
nance, and for a sacrifice that would 
please God. Cain knew whether this 
meant only a new sacrifice, or a new 
sacrifice and in addition a new heart. 
Cain comes to the altar with a hard 
heart and returns with a heart full of 
hate. Abel comes to the altar with an 
humble heart and leaves the altar 
with a holy heart. 

Cain’s hate deepens into a desire 
for vengeance, and soon his hand is 
lifted to strike, while Ahel’s is lifted 
to shield himself. 

Two voices break the silence. “Am 
I my brother’s keeper?” is the voice 
of conscience, asd the other voice is 
the voice of blood. 

As a result, Cain is a fugitive from 
guilt and fear, and Abel’s name is first 
on the roll of martyrs. 

Cain is an exile from home and 
country and Abel finds a brighter 
heme in a better land. 

Two boys begin life together. They 
have the same parents, the same 
training, the same home, the same ex¬ 
ample, the same surroundings, the 
same opportunities, but by their own 
choice they drift apart. One goes into 
desolation of soul, while the other 
finds light and comfort in his Father’s 
house.

In every community in this State absolute control over this 
question lies in the hands of the majority of the voters. No inter¬ 
ference from the outside is possible; nothing can thwart the wishes 
of the majority in the city, town or supervisoral district with re¬ 
spect to the question of license or no license. 

Many communities in this State have availed'themselves of the 
power granted to them tinder our Local Option Law, and have 
adopted local prohibition for their own community. Where there 
is a dominant LOCAL public sentiment in support of that policy, 
it is possible to make the no-license policy respected and obeyed. 

There are, on the other hand, many communities in this State 
where it is the opinion of the majority of the citizens that the 
license policy is better adapted to their own community. Where 
that is the prevailing sentiment, the community is permitted, under 
existing Local Option Law, to license the sale of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages — subject of course to the provisions and restrictions of the 
general State law and any local regulation which may be deemed 
advisable. 


In neither case is a policy forced on a community 
from without. The principle of Home Dulc prevails. 


LOST GIRL OF THREE

It is now proposed to substitute for this policy of local self- 
government, the policy of State-wide prohibition. The prohibition 
policy is not intended for the relief of communities in which the 
no-license policy already prevails, but is designed to FORCE such 
a jiolicy on other communities against their will. 


WHERE THUNDERSTORMS ARE 
FEWEST. 


The record for fewest thunder¬ 
storms is held by San Francisco, with 
only eight in ten years. Thunder¬ 
storms are most frequent in Florida 
and northern New Mexico. The 
weather bureau station having the 
highest record for a period of ten 
years is Tampa, Fla., with 944 
thunderstorms in ten years, or nearly 
a hundred a year.

The result, as the experience of other States has abundantly 
established, would be disastrous in every city and town on which 
prohibition is forced. It means, where dominant local sentiment 
is opposed to prohibition, lax enforcement of the law, the dividing 
of such towns into bitterly hostile factions, the reign of the spy 
and of the informer, the rapid growth of crime—and in the end it 
means higher taxes. 

Against the substitution of such a system for that under which 
California is now operating, everyone having the best inteiests of 
the people of this State at heart, should solemnly protest.
